Flames Early Today Destroy Large 
Barn and Contents 
on Albert 
Winship Place South of Here

Only Heroic Work and

An 
early 
morning* lire 
today 
caused a loss estimated at 
$10,000 
on the Albert L. Winship farm, four 
miles south of this city, when one 
of the largest barns in Rush county 
was rased, and for a time the laige 
dwelling occupied by Earl Winship 
was threatened, but was 
saved by 
the heroic* efforts of neighbors and 
by the assistance of 
the 
chemical 
truck from the Rushville tire depart** 
merit. 
The origin of the blaze is unde­ 
termined. The flames were well under 
way on the large 
structure, 
when 
passersby in a 
machine made the 
discovery and notified the 
family. 
The telephones were put out of com­ 
mission and tho country people was 
summoned to the scene of the lite by 
means of automobiles. 
The building was built 
in

following tile destruction of a large 
barn by lighting in the same

and on the same location.

A statement from the League ex­ 
plains its purpose: 
A national organization of women

Voters. Of tins, the Indiana League 
is a branch of which any woman in­

A new high average wheat yield

The news was received in Rush­ 
ville that Charles Foster, living four 
I and one-half miles 
northeast 
of 
I Rushville, had realized an average 
I 
of twenty-seven and one-half bush­ 
els of wheat off of a twelve 
acre 
field. 
This far excells the highest 
average yet reported, which 
was 
twenty-one bushels. This yield was 
obtained by Derby Green from 
a 
small field on the Wilson farm just 
northeast of Rushville. Tile Foster 
wheat 
graded No. 2 and sold for 
| $1.3 3. 
The 
price 
for No. 2 wheat re­ 
mained the same iii Rushville .today, 
the advance of thfee cents a bushel, 
which 
came 
Thursday afternoon, 
not being lost. Practically all of the 
wheat being received at local eleva­ 
tors grades No. 2. It is regarded as 
doubtful whether any wheat grading 
No. I will be harvested 
in 
Rush 
I county this year. 
The price for No. 
II wheat is $1.18. 


In order to avoid the penalty, re­ 
turns of the capital stock tax must 
be filed with the internal revenue col­ 
lector in Indianapolis by July 31,

The capital stock tax is a special 
excise tax imposed on corporations 
with respect to “carrying on or do­ 
ing business." The tax on domestic 
corporations is $1 for each $1,00(1 
or so much of the fair average value 
of its capital stock for the preced­ 
ing year eliding June 30 
is in ex­ 
cels of $5,000. Foreign corporations 
are required to pay a tax at the rate 
of $1 for each $1,000 of their cap­ 
ital employed in the transaction of 
business in the United States with­ 
out the benefit of the $5,000 reduc­ 
tion. Tile tax is payable in advance, 
returns filed in July of this year 
covering the taxable year beginning 
July I, 1921 and ending June 30, 
1922. 
The bureau of internal revenue e>- 
timatos that approximately $325,000 
such returns will be flied, and .that 
the 
amount 
of revenue 'collected 
from this source will (ie approxim- 
ately $90,000,000. 
Returns 
are 
required 
of every 
domestic 
corporation regardless of 
the par value of its capital stock,
